But this solution cannot be 
promoted by depriving citizens of 
their constitutional rights and privi- 
legés. The right which the ordi- 
nance annulled was the evil right of 
a White man to dispose of his prop- 
erty if he saw fit to do so to a per- 
son of color and of a colored person 
to make such disposition to a white 
person. 

“We think this attempt to prevent 
the alienation of the property in 
question to a person of color was not 
legitimate exercise of the police 
power of the State and is = direct 
violation of the Constitution.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Ameri- 
cans captured by the Germans in the 
trench raid on the morning of Nov. 
3 probably were caught in dugouts 
and forced to surrende: or be 
bombed with hand grenades. This is 
the only explanation which occurs to | 
army officers today, lacking any de- 
tails of the fight. 

Gen. Pershing’s brief report merely 
stated that the German artillery had 
dropped a heavy barrage fire around 
a sector of the trench, cutting the 
men off from the rest of the line. 
The fact that one wounded German 
was captured indicated that’ the 
trench had been re-occupied by the 
American forces.

| NEW YORK IS NOT AMERICA. 

The Post-Dispatch incidentally has warned the 
public against the preposterous assertions of New 
York candidates in Tuesday’s mayoralty elec- 
tion and that the result of the election would cx- 
press the attitude of the American people towards 
the war and would be a mandate to the Govern- 
ment at Washington. 

The election of Hillquit, Socialist, who is run- 
ning on a platform in opposition to the war, 
would be unfortunate. It would demonstrate 


or even a near majority, of New York’s popula- 
tion favors peace at any price. The proportion of 
New York's voting population willing to vote for a 
candidate on a peace-at-any-price platform would 
be determined by the ratio of Hillquit’s vote to 
the combined vote of the other three candidates.

Hylan, the “candidate of the Tammany-Hearst 
combination, has been charged with pro-German 
views, but he bitterly denies the charge.
